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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
Highlights Of The Year 


Town Meeting was well attended due to the controversy over the petition sub- 
mitted by towns folk concerning the town assuming the responsibility of the 
Warner Village Fire Districts share of the sewage treatment bond. This was tabled 
by the moderator as illegal. The only other controversial subject was semi-annual 
taxation. This article was defeated. 


Bridges were replaced with arch plate culverts in the North Village. This leaves 
only three bridges to be replaced in Warner of the 16 condemned by the state in 
1945. 


Our going project to upgrade the Town Hall was aided with $2,000.00 from 
the Fall Foliage Festival and slightly more than $700.00 from the Warner 
Woman’s Club for the two new electric ranges. The Women’s Club provided the 
stenciling for the dining room which was the “‘finishing touch.” The Women’s 
Club also provided year round decorations and planting in front of the Hall. This 
added a great deal to its appearance and were appreciated by towns folk and 
selectmen alike. 


We were forced to replace a portion of the drains in the basement of the Town 
Hall and storm drains under the driveway due to continuous flooding in the base- 
ment. 


Our building inspector was appointed in mid-summer and an animal officer 
was recruited in the fall. Both have proven to be capable persons. 


Administratively and financially the town remains in sound condition as evi- 
denced by the slight decline in the tax rate. 


We wish to thank all the townspeople who so graciously gave of their time and 
material. It is this kind of team work which enables the town to keep its budget 
down.

Every year seems to bring more and more calls for our services. In 1979 this 
Department answered 117 calls of all types. In the summary shown above you 
will notice that Medical Emergencies account for about 25% of all calls and we 
have placed alot of emphasis on medical training for our members. 

In June, 24 members completed a 16 hour CPR (cardio-pulmonary resuscita- 
tion) course taught by State trained instructors. Each member had to pass a rigid 
three-part examination to become certified. 

In September, most all members participated in an auto extrication course 
which taught us how to free a person or persons from a vehicle that has been 
damaged in a crash. As of this writing in January 1980, we have 24 members en- 
rolled in a 40 hour emergency medical course. This course is intended to prepare 
our members to stabilize a patient and make them ready for transportation to a 
hospital. Each member is learning to take ‘‘vital signs” correctly and will be able 
to recognize particular symptoms so that the information may be passed along to 
other medical personnel. 

Also throughout the year we held numerous other training sessions, both with- 
in our Department and with Departments of other Towns in our area. Over 2,200 
man hours were spent on training alone in 1979. 

New members who joined us during the year were, Charles Eastley, Mike Cook 
and Paul Raynor. We have three members who are presently on leave of absense 
from the Department, Fred Hill and Tom Heslop are furthering their education 
at college and Marty Nogues I] is in the military. 

In this year’s budget is an amount for overhaul and maintenance of Air-Packs 
(breathing units) which firefighters wear when entering a smoke filled area or in 
an area which might have dangerous gases. We also must replace two of these 
units which have been in service since about 1954 and are no longer able to be 
maintained to today’s standards. The cost of this project is over two thousand 
dollars, but is very neccessary. These Air-Pack units are one of the most import- 
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ant tools we use in the fire service today and if they are not in proper operating 
condition a fireman’s life could be in danger. Also if a person were trapped with- 
in a smoke filled or burning building, the firefighters would use these units to 
enter the structure for rescue. The Department has seven Air-Packs at present and 
the funding in the budget would insure their operation to be in top-notch condi- 
tion. 

We would like to take this opportunity to thank everyone in Warner who 
helped us throughout the year with a special thanks to the Fire Auxiliary for 
their fine work.

REPORT TO TOWNS 
REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST FIRE SERVICE 


Prevention and control of forest fires is handled through a cooperative effort 
between town/city fire organizations and the State Forest Fire Service. 

Since 1903, when the first forest fire laws were passed by our Legislature, the 
State Forester has appointed someone in each municipality as a Forest Fire 
Warden and charged him with the responsibility of forest fire prevention and con- 
trol within his town/city. This person may ask the State Forester to appoint as 
many Deputy Forest Fire Wardens as may be neccessary to efficiently carry out 
his charge. 

The State Forester has divided the State into ten forest fire districts with a full 
time District Forest Fire Chief in each district. The State organization is charged 
with assisting the municiple forest fire organization in any way possible. 

State personnel conduct fire training schools, assist with forest fire suppres- 
sion, fire cause investigation, prosecution of fire law violators and forest fire pre- 
vention programs. Forest fire suppression equipment is purchased through State 
bulk purchasing ability and sold to local forest fire organizations at one-half cost. 
Excess military property is obtained and turned over to town/city fire depart- 
ments at no cost to local departments for conversion into fire suppression units. 
This cooperative arrangement between State and municipality has resulted in one 
of the best forest fire records in the United States with less than one-half acre 
of woodland burned in each fire reported.

Belknap-Merrimack Counties, Inc. 


The Kearsarge Valley Community Action Program, located in the Old Graded 
School in Warner, serves eight towns in this part of Merrimack County: Bradford, 
Henniker, New London, Newbury, Sutton, Warner, Webster and Wilmot. Again 
this year Community Action has served your community by getting much needed 
services to the elderly and low-income families in each of the eight towns. 

Services to the elderly include Meals-on-Wheels and the Senior Companion 
Program for shut-ins; Congregate Meal sites in Henniker, New London-Wilmot, 
and Warner; and the Rural Transportation bus that gets senior citizens into Con- 
cord. Our fuel assistance program last year reached 140 families in the eight 
towns and we expect to get this much needed help to more people during this 
year of soaring fuel prices. An Adult Education Grant was awarded to the center 
back in August and this January we began teaching some basic skills in the areas 
of parenting, family health, money management, and nutrition. 

The money your town appropriates for Community Action goes to run the 
local center here in Warner. The budget of the Center goes for salaries, travel ex- 
penses, office supplies and cost of heat and upkeep of the Old Graded School. 
The federal government will provide most of the money for the 1980 budget. We 
have requested a total of $10,800.00 of the $32,000.00 to be provided by the 
eight towns. What we ask from each town is a percentage of the $10,000.00 
based on what percentage of the participants in our programs are from your 
town. 

Our program is designed to encourage community participation and involve- 
ment. If you would like to know more about our program and/or how you can 
get involved, please let us know.

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REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Warner Police Department underwent a number of changes during the 
year 1979. There were several personnel changes which occurred, including the 
resignation of Doris Nichols from the Dispatchers service. We would like to ac- 
knowledge the fine job done by Doris, her efforts were sincerely appreciated. 
New employees with the Dispatchers section are Barberie Van Valey and Beryl 
Price who, together with Jean Fairneny and Betty Fredericks handle all depart- 
ment telephone communications on a round the clock basis. Dispatching is not 
only one of the most demanding and important of police operations but requires 
capable, steady personnel to perform the job properly. We are fortunate in having 
with us four individuals who can be counted upon to handle their assignments in 
a professional manner. 

Due to full time employment committments, Steve Smith elected to resign his 
appointment as police officer. During his time with the department, Steve carried 
out his duties in a very capable manner and he was a credit to the organization in 
every respect. Officers currently employed are Dennis Crawford, Michael Cutting 
and Robert Mitchell. Special Officer status is held by John Rand and John Aubin. 
These men are dedicated individuals who are performing a very important service 
to the community. It is worth noting that as a result of recently passed legisla- 
tion, all part time police officers in the state will have to be certified by the New 
Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council. Officers currently employed 
will have to be certified within a specified period of time. The Council will review 
the past experience and training record of all officers and may require testing and 
or successful completion of additional training modules. Beginning in July 1980, 
individuals applying for part time police officer positions with powers of arrest 
will have to meet certain minimum educational, physical and character standards 
as set forth under the N. H. Police Standards and Training Council rules. It is ex- 
pected that some officers in this department will require successful completion 
of additional training courses before receiving certification. The new standards 
are looked upon as a positive step and will result in better trained and therefor 
more competent police officers than in the past. 

The new cruiser was activated during the Fall Foliage Festival weekend. This 
unit is now fully equipped and is being used for regular patrol activity. The higher 
gasoline mileage of the new vehicle is helping to keep operation costs down 
during this period of increasing prices. We are committed to taking all additional 
measures which will result in maximum fuel conservation. The four wheel drive 
unit is being used exclusively for off highway travel in connection with com- 
plaints and investigations in remote areas. It will also be used at accident scene 
investigations when required. Used in this manner, operating costs for this vehicle 
kept toa minimum. Used for the activities mentioned it is vital to our operations. 

The Police Station received a much needed refurbishing which included a new 
ceiling fixture, carpeting and fresh coat of paint. The changes not only improve 
the appearance but also help to reduce energy costs. One very encouraging sign 
that should be mentioned in this report has to do with the matter of citizen in- 
volvement by reporting suspicious or questionable activities to the police. During 
the past year we have witnessed a significant increase in the number of residents 
who have come forward to request assistance when they have noticed something 
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out of the ordinary taking place. Probably more than any other single action that 
could be taken, citizen involvement and concern about what is taking place a- 
round them can and does help reduce unlawful activity in the community. We 
would therefor encourage a continuation of this effort during the new year, it 
can make a difference. 

In closing this report we would again like to acknowledge the support and 
assistance of all those individuals and departments during the past year whose 
efforts and kindness have made our job worthwhile and enjoyable.

REPORT OF THE PARKS 
AND RECREATION COMMISSION 


You may remember a questionnaire distributed by the Warner Parks and Re- 
creation Commission at last year’s town meeting. The responses received told 
those of us on the Commission that there was a great deal of interest in town in 
winter recreation. Much of this past year has been spent developing a program 
centered around this interest. 

Early last spring a public meeting was held to discuss the possibility of re- 
building the old ski tow that had been destroyed by fire. Members of the Warner 
Ski Club, Inc., the group of volunteers that had operated the tow before the fire, 
expressed much enthusiasm in the rebuilding project as well as in operating the 
facility once again. It was decided that the program should include cross- country 
skiing and snowmobiling as well as downhill skiing. 

Through the summer a budget was established that showed that the insur- 
ance proceeds of $12,575.00 derived from the fire together with interest accrued 
thereon was sufficient to cover the cost of the project. A special town meeting 
was held last fall to authorize the withdrawal of this money and the vote was 
unanimous in the affirmative. 

As of this writing the facility is near completion and aside from the weather 
has been a tremendous success. The members of the Commission wish to com- 
mend the Warner Ski Club, Inc. for their hard work and express our sincere 
thanks to the numerous other volunteers and local businesses which have con- 
tributed so generously. 

In response to the heavy usage of Riverside Park by the baseball teams last 
year, the Commission hopes to refurbish the playing field and add a second base- 
ball diamond this year. We also hope to have an ice rink at the Park by next 
winter. We are attempting to find funds to renovate the old gymnasium next to 
the elementary school. 

Your responses in last year’s questionnaire have led to a beautiful facility for 
winter recreation. Please continue to let us know what other recreational pro- 
grams we should be looking at.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Warner Planning Board met in twelve (12) regular and two (2) special ses- 
sions in 1979 and held seven (7) public hearings. Five (5) public hearings were on 
subdivision requests and two (2) pertained to proposed changes in the zoning and 
building code ordinances. Seven (7) subdivisions, involving eighteen (18) building 
lots, were approved and one (1), involving seven (7) building lots on Waldron Hill 
Road, was denied. Eleven (11) annexations/consolidations were also approved. 

Proposed changes in the zoning and building code ordinances, including estab- 
lishment of the office of Building Inspector, were proposed to and adopted by 
the 1979 Town Meeting. The Planning Board drafted the job description for, and 
assisted the Board of Selectmen in recruitment of, the Building Inspector, Dick 
Brown, who is now on board. 

Acting under authority of RSA 36:7a the Planning Board requested appoint- 
ment of the Warner representatives to the Central Regional Planning Commission 
to be alternate members of the Warner Planning Board so that their special know- 
ledge of regional planning programs would be available to the board on a regular 
basis. The Board of Selectmen approved the request and appointed Elmer Roth 
and Charles Thoits as alternate members. 

The Planning Board voted in June 1979 to establish an ad-hoc volunteer Citi- 
zens Sounding Board which will conduct a survey of town residents’ opinions 
with respect to current land use, land use regulations and town growth/develop- 
ments (commercial, residential and agricultural). Based on the findings and 
and recommendations of the Citizens Sounding Board appropriate changes to the 
Town Master Plan will be presented to the town for consideration. The survey is 
expected to require a full year to complete. 

The Planning Board wishes to express appreciation to all of the people who 
have participated in the project to date, and in particular to Barberie Van Valey, 
Dick Adams, Phil Stockwell, Fran Brown, Mike Simon, Katherine Alverson and 
Victor Kumin for their special interest and work in connection with the orienta- 
tion and organization meetings that were held in 1979. It is hoped that every 
Warner resident will participate in one or more meetings of the Citizens Sounding 
Board during the next year, so that this project to update the Warner Master 
Plan will have the benefit of the ideas and special knowledge of everyone who 
lives in Warner. 

The Planning Board wishes also to express appreciation to those who took the 
time to attend the public hearings and assist the board in its consideration of re- 
quests for land subdivisions and changes in the zoning and building code ordi- 
nances, The board is also appreciative of assistance rendered by the Central Re- 
gional Planning Commission and the Forum on New Hampshire’s Future.

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COMMISSIONERS REPORT OF THE WATER 
AND SEWER SYSTEM FOR THE 
WARNER VILLAGE FIRE DISTRICT 


The Sewage Treatment facility has been operating quite well, with some 
minor repairs. Sewage revenues are currently covering the costs of operation. 

The State of New Hampshire has instructed us to chip and re-face some areas 
on the wing-walls of the reservoir to prevent further erosion. The employees have 
been doing extensive clearing around the reservoir. There was nearly a sufficient 
amount of rain fall this past summer and the artesian pump was used inter- 
mittenly. 

The town installed new culverts in No. Village and had to relocate the water 
main. At this time we discovered the amount of build-up of rust in the mains. 
We are proposing the cleaning of the main from the reservoir to the Interstate to 
remove the rust which should improve the fire-flow and give us cleaner water 
when hydrants are opened. This will be done with Precinct personnel. 

The chlorinator repairs have been completed with the exception of adjust- 
ments to the fire-flow side. We will have fully metered introduction of chlorine 
into the water system as required by the State of New Hampshire when these 
adjustments are completed. 

Your Commissioners appeared before the State of New Hampshire Water 
Supply and Pollution Contro! Commission and have been instructed to again put 
an article in the warrant to appropriate funds for a study of the current water 
system. This would consist of studying the present system to determine how best 
to meet the Federal Clean Water Act. The Commissioners take the view that the 
State and Federal Government have not as yet determined where they stand on 
funding or when action will be taken. As it appears it will be some years before 
the District will have to take action, the proposed cleaning of the mains along 
with the repairs completed on the chlorinator are all that we are recommending 
in the way of major improvements at this time. 

In February 1979 we experienced some freeze-ups in the water system pri- 
marily on the street-side of the curb-cocks. Due to the danger to property other 
than that frozen, and to people, the precinct cannot install electric welder type 
units for thawing. Insurance cannot be secured to protect the Precinct from 
claims as a result of damages from the electric unit. The Commissioners are cur- 
rently investigating other safe means to handle freeze-ups. 

We wish to thank our two full time employees, Al Maheu and Tom Chandler 
for a job well done, also our thanks to those who helped and assisted us in times 
of emergency and to the subscribers for their patience and understanding.

MINUTES, WARNER TOWN MEETING 
March 13, 1979 


To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing, 
To see if the Town will vote to amend the existing Building Code as 
follows: 

1. Amend Article II, section A by increasing the value of construc- 


tion or alteration for which a building permit will not be required 
from $500.00 to $1,500.00 


. Amend ARticle II, section B, paragraph 1, by inserting the 


phrase: ‘“‘exits shall provide alternate means of escape.” so that 
the paragraph reads as follows: 

‘Every dwelling shall have a minimum of two (2) easily accessi- 
ble exits, windows excluded; exits shall provide alternate means 
of escape. Any building to be erected or altered for use as rented 
apartments shall have a minimum of two (2) readily accessible 
exits, windows excluded, from each apartment; exist shall pro- 
vide alternate means of escape.” 


. Amend Article II, section B, paragraph 2, so that non-standard 


chimney construction is permitted if approved by the National 
Fire Protection Association and the Warner Fire Department. 


. Amend Article II, section B, paragraph 6, by adding: “. . . and 


regulations adopted by ordinance by the Town of Warner; and 
in the instance the two may conflict, the more restrictive shall 
apply.” Paragraph 6 shall read as follows: 

“Septic tanks, cesspools, privies, or sewage disposal areas shall 
conform to State regulations and regulations adopted by ordi- 
nance by the Town of Warner, and in the instance the two may 
conflict, the more restrictive shall apply.” 


. Amend Article II, section B, paragraph 7, so that apartments are 


exempted from the 500 square footage requirement. 


. Amend Article II, section B, paragraph 8, so that the current 


National Electric Code is used as the standard, instead of the 
1965 code. 


. Amend Article II, section B, by adding the following new 


paragraph: 

“Building permits shall be issued only to the owner of record of 
the land to which the permit applies, and shall not be transfer- 
able. Where construction is to be carried out by someone other 
than the permit applicants, the name, address and signature of 
such person shall be required on the permit application. Permits 
shall be posted conspicuously at the premises where construc- 
tion is being carried on. A building permit applicant shall make 
the premises, which are the subject matter of the permit, acces- 
sible at reasonable times to the board of Selectmen or its desig- 
nated representative for the purpose of assuring compliance 
with this code.” 


. Amend Article II, section B by adding the following new 


paragraph: 

“Application for a building permit must be accompanied by a 
sketch, or plan of the proposed construction, movement, or 
alteration, together with a statement from the applicant describ-

ing the intended use of any new, moved or altered building, both 
to be retained by the Board of Selectmen.” 

9. Amend Article III by adding Section B, which shall read as 
follows: 
“B, The Board of Selectmen shall establish an appropriate fee 
schedule for building permits.”’ 

10. Amend ARticle IV to correct the reference to New Hampshire 
laws so that the article refers to current laws. 

11. Amend Article VII to correct the reference to New Hampshire 
laws so that the article refers to current laws, and also to provide 
for an appeal process in regards to decisions made by a building 
inspector. The article will read as follows: 

“Any person aggrieved by a decision of the Board of Selectmen 
or building inspector made under this ordinance may appeal to 
the Board of Adjustment, in accordance with Chapter 156 of 
the New Hampshire REvised Statutes Annotated as amended.” 
Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Use Table as follows: 
1. Add to Table 1 of Use Regulations in section titled ‘‘Wholesale, 
Transportation and Industrial” the following: 
9, Light industrial firms such as, but not restricted to, elec- 
tronics assembly, machine shop, wood-working, computer 
technology, etc. 


Article XI of the Zoning Ordinance states that business and 
commercial establishment including light industrial uses are per- 
mitted in the C-1 Zoning District. However, the accompanying 
Use Table which identifies the types of wholesale, transporta- 
tion and industrial uses permitted does not specify a range of 
light industries which could be included. This change does not 
alter the intent of the ordinance, it merely gives examples of 
the types of light industries to be permitted to reflect the intent 
of the ordinance.
